W^r'  ^^      "^  Janice  Bryant  Howroyd  was  born  around  1 953  in  Tarboro,  North  Carolina,  as  one  of  1 1  children  in 
f  herfomlly .  She  learned  to  remain  determined  in  spite  of  all  obstaclesduring  high  school;  her  parents 

f  sent  hertothetown'sall-whiteschool,  where  In  oneclasstheteochertaughtthat  people  of  African 

descentwereonly  goodforslavelaborand  that  afflrmatlveactlon  was  wrong  forthecountry.  How- 
royd was  upset  and  begged  her  father  to  allow  her  to  switch  schools.  He  left  the  decision  to  her;  she 
eventually  chose  to  return.  She  would  perform  well  enough  to  win  a  full  scholarship  to  North  Carolina  A&T State  University,  where 
she  earned  a  bachelor'sdegree  in  English.  She  iaterearned  a  doctorate  In  humanities  from  North  Carolina  A&T  State  University. 

After  finishing  her  schooling,  Howroyd  visited  her  sister  In  Los  Angeles  and  soon  decided  to  stay  there.  She  went 
to  work  as  her  brother-ln-iaw's  assistant  at  Billboard  and  noticed  that  most  of  the  magazine's  employees  worked 
there  In  order  to  either  break  Into  the  entertainment  business  or  make  money  while  waiting  for  their  big  breaks. 

Howroyd  also  noticed  that  she  hod  an  affinity  for  organization  and  employee  placement.  She  stated  In  Black  Enter- 
prise, "I  realized  that  I  enjoyed  helping  people  get  temporary  and  permanent  jobs.  When  someone  told  me  to  hang 
out  my  own  shingle,  I  took  the  chance"  (August  2003).  She  saved  money  and  later  borrowed  from  her  family  in  order 
to  start  her  own  employment-service  agency.  Howroyd  rented  a  small  office  in  Beverly  Hills,  and  with  one  phone  the 
life  of  her  company  ACT*1   Personnel  Services  began.  One  of  her  first  clients  was  her  former  employer.  Billboard. 

Howroyd  built  her  business  on  two  principles:  the  "WOMB"  method  and  the  notion  of  "keeping  the  humanity  in 
Human  Resources."  The  letters  In  "WOMB"  stood  for  "Word  of  Mouth,  Brother!"  Howroyd  guaranteed  companies  that 
she  would  find  qualified  employees  or  return  any  payment  received.  Indeed,  ACT*l's  reputation  slowly  spread  by 
word  of  mouth,  and  within  a  few  years  the  company  had  earned  $10  million.  Howroyd  placed  workers  at  compa- 
nies with  which  she  could  build  long-term  relationships;  she  always  sent  only  those  who  were  qualified  and  would  be 
committed  to  the  positions  in  question.  She  told  the  San  Diego  Business  Journal,  "Never  compromise  who  you  ore  per- 
sonally to  become  who  you  wish  to  be  professionally.  That  means  you  only  do  business  with  a  company  you'd  send 
a  relative  to,  and  you  look  to  work  with  companies  you  can  get  repeat  business  from.  That's  how  I  measure  success" 
(January  29,  2001).  ACTTs  motto  of  "pride  In  performance"  helped  employees  and  temporary  workers  feel  valued. 

While  others  businesses  grew  merely  by  opening  branches  In  other  areas,  Howroyd  and  her  executive  team,  which  by 
this  time  Included  several  family  members,  decided  to  expand  ACT*1  through  the  creation  of  new  technology.  Under 
Umbrella  Managed  Programs,  ACT*1  created  an  electronic  time  card  that  Silicon  Graphics,  a  computer  maker,  would 
use  to  track  all  of  Its  temporary  employees.  Madellna  Williams,  a  manager  at  Silicon  Graphics,  stated  to  Cassaundra 
Hayes  of  Black  Enterprise,  "At  the  end  of  the  week,  our  managers  can  push  a  button  and  see  the  status  of  any  temp 
employee,  ACT*1  did  In  six  weeks  what  their  predecessors  couldn't.  They  are  truly  a  business  partner"  (August  1998). 

ACT*1  branched  Into  other  areas.  Including  engineering,  technical  and  general  office  work,  and  entertainment.  Howroyd 
also  started  two  schools  of  continuing  education— California  National  University  for  Advanced  Studies  and  the  Academy 
of  Computer  Technology— to  help  her  workers  gain  new  skills.  She  also  started  Agile- 1,  a  management-solutions  com- 
pany; A-Check  America,  a  background  and  drug-screening  company;  Enterpise  Communications,  a  business-commu- 
nication solutions  company;  Document  Scanning  Systems,  a  document-management  solutions  provider;  and  CTA  Travel, 
a  corporate  travel  agency.  Through  new  technology  and  the  various  ACT*1  affiliates,  Howroyd  hoped  to  step  beyond 
relationships  with  customers  and  create  lasting  partnerships  with  the  companies  that  made  use  of  her  various  services. 

Howroyd  continued  to  "keep  the  humanity  In  Human  Resources"  and  develop  relationships  with  a  number  of  companies, 
moving  her  business  from  Beverly  Hills  to  Torrance,  California.  She  opened  more  than  70  office  branches  across  the  country 
and  served  companies  such  as  Ford  Motor  Company,  CIngular  Wireless,  and  the  Gap.  in  2003  ACT*1  reported  earnings  of 
$487  million.  That  year  the  company  ranked  third  on  Black  Enterprise  magazine's  Top  100  Industrial/Service  Companies  list, 

Howroyd,  who  owned  51  percent  of  her  company  (her  children,  Kotharyn  and  Brett,  owned  the  other  49  percent),  was  also 
active  In  her  community.  She  served  on  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor's  Workforce  initiative  Board,  Loyola  Marymount  Univer- 
sity's board  of  regents,  and  the  Women's  Leadership  Board  of  the  Women  and  Public  Policy  Program  at  Harvard  University's 
John  F.  Kennedy  School  of  Government.  She  was  married  to  Bernard  Howroyd,  the  head  of  AppleOne  Employment  Services. 
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errence  Jenkins  was  born  April  20, 
1983.  Originally  from  Queens,  New 
York,  "Terrence  J"  grew  up  mostly 
in  Raleigh  and  Rocky  Mount,  North 
Carolina.  He  attended  Northern 
Nash  High  School  in  Rocky  IVIount. 
During  this  time  Terrence  worked 
at  WRSV  "Soul"  92.1  as  a  DJ  until 
he  graduated  from  high  school. 
He  spent  his  college  years  at  North 
Carolina  A&T  State  University;  he 
also  stayed  in  Greensboro.

counter  in  downtown 
Greensboro.  When  they  were 
asked  to  leave  because  of  their 
race  they  protested.  They  sat  in 
the  F.W.  Woolworth  lunch 
counter  all  day  until  it  closed. 
Word  of  what  they  did  quickly 
spread  and  everyday  after, 
more  and  more  students  joined 
until  other  African  Americans 
started  sit-ins  all  over  the  United 
States. 

For  the  past  two  years  A&T 
students  have  -  organized  a 
march  downtown  in  honor  of  the 
A&T  Four.  The  march  was  started 
by  the  Student  Government 
Association  under  the  Moody 
administration.  Students  march 
to  show  respect,  honor,  and  to 
continue  to  carry  the  legacy  of 
change . 

"As  c  student  who  attends  A&T,  I 
realize  that  the  A&T  Four  allowed 
us  to  be  where  we  are  today. 
Therefore,  I  believe  that  every 
student  should  march  to  show 
appreciation  to  the  men  that 
stood  for  us,"  sold  sophomore 
Morika  Williams. 

A&T  students  met  at  the  A&T 
Four  statue  outside  of  the  Dudley 
building.  The  march  was  lead 
by  the  SGA  Executive  Board-, 
and  the  Student  Union  Advisory 
Board. 

"The  whole  experience  was 
enlightening.  I  felt  as  if  I  were 
marching  for  a  cause  and  not 
just  In  memory  of  the  cause," 
said  freshman  Jazmyn  Artis."

Believing  in  himself 
allowed  him  to  climb  the  ladder  of  success 
and  leave  a  long-standing  legacy  after  his 
death.  Though  he  is  no  longer  in  the 
physical  world,  his  spirit  lives  through  his 
contributions  to  America,  and  especially 
through  North  Carolina  Agricultural  and 
Technical  State  University 
Ronald  Erwin  McNair  was  born  on  October 
21,  1950  in  Lake  City,  South  Carolina  to  Carl 
and  Pearl  McNair.  He  attended  North 
Carolina  A&T  where  he  graduated  magna 
cum  iaude  with  a  BS  degree  in  physics  in 
1971.  McNair  then  enrolled  in  the 
prestigious  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  where  he  received  a  Ph.D.  in 
physics  in  1976  at  the  age  of  25. 
Besides  his  academic  achievements.  Dr. 
McNair  would  receive  three  honorary 
doctorate  degrees,  several  fellowships, 
and  a  number  of  commendations.  These 
include  Presidential  Scholar,  1967-1971;  Ford 
Foundation  Fellow,  1971-1974; 
National  Fellowship  Fund  Fellow, 
_w  1974-1975;  Omega  Psi  Phi  scholar

Dr.  McNair  soon  became  a 
recognized  expert  in  laser 
physics  while  working  as  a 
staff  physicist  with  Hughes 
Research  Laboratory.  The 
National  Aeronautics  and 
Space  Administration  (NASA) 
selected  him  for  the  space 
shuttle  program  in  1978  and 
assigned  him  as  a  mission 
specialist  aboard  the  1986 
flight  of  the  Challenger  space 
shuttle.  Though  McNair  was 
about  to  make  history  as  the 
only  African  American  on  the  flight,  he  had 
no  idea  that  this  assignment  was  going  to 
be  his  last. 

The  Challenger  exploded  in  mid-oir  on 
January  28,  1986  killing  McNoir  and  his 
fellow  astronauts. 
After  his  tragic  death  In  the

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Challenger  accident,  members  of 
Congress  provided  funding  for  the 
Ronald  E.  McNair 

Post-Baccalaureate  Achievement 
Program.

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A&T  joined  Hip-Hop  Summit  Action 
Networl<  (HSAN)  on  Financial 
Empowerment  "Get  Your  Money 
Right,"  on  Saturday,  Sept.  8, 
It  was  another  hot  Saturday 
in  Greensboro  when  hip-hop 
celebrity  icons  arrived  on  the  red 
carpet  for  the  HSAN  event. 
Hip-hop  has  a  major  influence  on 
young  Latino  end  blacl<  people 
when  it  comes  to  wanting 
expensive  material  items. 
Explaining  how  to  manage  their 
finances  before  students  go  off 
to  buy  the  next  pair  of  hot  new 
sneakers  is  a  given. 
Russell  Simmons  has  his  finances  in 
gear  with  being  the  co-founder, 
along  with  Rick  Rubin,  of  the 
hip-hop  label  Def  Jam,  founder 
of  another  label,  Russell  Simmons 
Music  Group  and  creator  of  the 
clothing  fashion  line  Phot  Farm  but 
it  wasn't  always  like  that  for  him. 
Simmons,  the  co-chairman  of  the 
HSAN  described  how  he 
managed  his  first  check  fjom  Def 
Jam  Records.  "Poorly,  I  made 
some  mistakes",  he  said. 
Simmons  blamed  a  lot  of  his 
financial  illiteracy  on  schools  that 
are  not  spreading  the  word  on 
handling  finances  and  children 
not  learning  their  parent's 
strategies  from  the  home. 
Howard  Jones,  CEO  and  founder 
of  Wilson  OIC  agrees  with  Russell 
Simmons  on  the  urban  youth  not 
having  financial  literacy  exposure. 
"We  haven't  been  exposed  to  the 
language  of  managing  money", 
he  said. 

9th  Wonder,  o  producer,  who 
is  also  a  professor  of  hip-hop  at 
North  Carolina  Central,  chimed 
in  about  how  he  handled  his 
finances. 

"It  was  rough:  I  was  working  at  a 
smoothie  shop  and  did  beats  for 
Jay-Z",  said  the  producer  who 
produced  Erykoh  Badu's  next 
single. 

His  helpful  advice  is  to  get  on 
accountant,  don't  rent  and  invest 
in  mutual  funds  and  be  aware  of 
the  IRS. 

One  of  the  Canadian  hip-hop 
artists  whose  albums  made 
platinum  were  also  there  and 
were  discussing  the  reasons  why 
they  were  participating  in  the 
cause  for  financial  empowerment, 
"I  don't  believe  in  race,  we're  all 
one  when  it  comes  to  how  the 


system  works  and  some  celebrities 
aren't  good  role  models  when  it 
comes  to  managing  money  that 
people  look  up  to,"  he  said. 
Belly,  a  Canadian  rapper  of 
Palestinian  descent,  believes  in 
giving  bock  to  the  community 
and  having  the  right  investments. 
He  also  feels  that  integrating 
hip-hop  into  the  summit  will  be  a 
more  effective  way  in  reaching 
out  to  the  young  urban 
community. 

Prior  to  the  red  carpet  was  the 
actual  summit  event.  The 
panelists  consisted  of  Simmons 
along  with  Dr.  Benjamin  Chavis, 
Anthony  Hamilton,  Belly,  Terrance 
J,  Rosci,  Mike  Jones,  Jim  Jones,, 
9th  Wonder  and  U.S.  Reps,,  Mel 
Watt  and  G.K.  Butterfield. 
BET  106  &  Park's  Rosci,  suggested 
that  you  should  budget,  save  and 
to  make  sure  you  have  life 
insurance. 

With  the  images  portrayed  on  BET 
from  popular  music  artists,  people 
tend  to  have  the  misconception 
that  those  entertainers  are  setting 
the  standards  of  what  it  means  to 
be  wealthy. 

The  panelists  encouraged  the 
students  to  not  let  other  people  or 
celebrities  determine  wealth  for 
them,  and  to  set  their  owrk 
standards.  ^
